If the Demands for a New Postoffice Are 
Pressed at Washington by a Repre- 
sentative Body of Men Action May Be 
Taken This Session=Chance fer the 
Ways and Means Chairmanship te Come 
West in the Nexs Congress General 
News from Washington. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—A 
disposition is manifested on the part of the 
members of the House of Representatives to 
meet more than half way the advances being 
made by the business-men of Chicago looking 
to the construction of a new public building 
in the Western metropolis. Those who are 
in a position to know the trend of affairs 
think if a strictly representative body of 
business-men come to Congress and present 
the case as it should be, no matter how 
pressing may be the demands of other cities, 
the claims of Chicago for recognition 
will not be ignored during the presen 
session of Congress. It is stated that men 
who are prominent in commercial lines in 
Chicago and whose business interests extend 
throughout the entire West will make 
strong and convincing advocates when they 
are brought in contact with Congressmen 
charged with thie duty, and particularly when 
the members of the House are shown how 
closely their interests are interwoven with 
those of other constituencies. All that re- 
mains to be done is to secure a simple littie 
order from the Committee on Rules, five in 
number, and four-fifths of the committee are 
favorable to Chicago and its claims, 

Members of the House Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings and Grounds make the strongest 
and best advocates of the proposed measure, 
particularly those who went out to Chicago 
several months ago on the subcommittee and 
made personal examination of the - building 
and its accommodations, Among the com- 
mitteemen who conducted such investigation 
was Representative Bretz of Indiana, who ac- 
companied Chairman Bankhead, Representa- 
tives Cadmus, Mercier, and other members 
of the committee on the expedition to Chica- 
go. Mr. Bretz was outspoken today in de- 


clarmg that no city in the Union needed a 


new public building so badly as Chicago, and 
for his part he — do everything in his 
power to help along the work, 

By all means let the business-men of Chi- 
cago come to Washington and present their 
claimsto the Rules committee,” said Mr. 
Bretz, for this will be the court of last re- 
sort to accomplish the desired special order. 
All that rethains to be done now w for 
Speaker Crisp and the Rules committee to set 
apartaday for the consideration of public 
building bills, and our committee will then 
take charge of the matter. We will have to 
go over the ground carefully in arranging a 
schedule, but I do not believe there will be 
the slighest objection to giving the Chicago 
public building bill the ht of way. It is 
only just and proper this should be done in 
view of the tumble-down character of the 
present structure, and for my part I say let 
us go ahead and boom Chicago in this matter 
as rapidly as ible,” 

“If we could get a vote on the Chicago pub- 
lic buildmg bill in the House undet a suspen- 
sion of the rules, remarked Co man 
Durborow, “lam satisfied we could easily 
muster a two-thirds majority in support of 
the proposition. Every member in the House 
who has been approached on this subject, re- 
E of party affiliatior, has expressed 

imeelf in favor of giving Chicago what 
it tneeds so badly in the way of a 
public building, and the only, th that 
stands in our way is the Committee on Rules. 
While in Chicago last week I had occasion to 
go to the Postoffice several times and found 
things worse than they had been painted in 
any of the reports sent to Washington relat- 
ing to this building. Men were standing 
around, muffled up in overcoats and with 
gloved hands, endeavoring to do the work re- 
quired of them in this old pest hole, for that 
is just about what the public building in Chi- 
cago is at present. When I went the 
meeting Saturday over which Lambert Tree 
presided, I pointed out to the gentlemen 
present some of the difficulties to be en- 
countered in accomplishing the necessary 
legislation, but if they think it will be a good 
plan to send a committee to Washington I 
shall codperate with them in every possible 
maaner. It matters not to me what measures 
are resorted to so long as Chicago gets this 
building which it needs so badly. Regardless 
of credit, whether it comes to the Con- 
gressional delegation or to a representative 
com mittee from the business men of Chicago, 
I think I voice the sentiments of the entire 
city delegation and those of the State when I 
say we will put our shoulders to the wheel 
and help this project in every manner. 

„While no definite plan ofgaction has been 
agreed upon since the bill came out of the 
hands of the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds, it is likely Messrs. Aldrich, Mc- 
Gann, Goldzier, and myself will get together 
either during session of the House or 
some time before the Chicago commit- 
tee comes to Washington and agrees 
upon 4a lan of 2 to be 
pursued by all of us with the single dbject in 
view of secu a build commensurate 
with the needs of Chicago. In such an emer- 

ency as this it behooves every nem ber of the 
llinois delegation in Congress to do all he 
possibly can to induce members to take a 
proper view of the condition of affairs at Chi- 
cago in the public building and bring out 
rticulariy the fact that the structure 
is not fit to be tenanted by human 
beings, There has been a marked deteriora- 
tion inside the building since the Congression- 
al committee visited Chicago, and the drain- 
age and ventilation facilities have gone from 
bad to worse, sc that the existing condition of 
the building would hardly be credited by 
those who were there only a few months , 
These are the facts we want to bri out be. 
fore the Committee on Rules, I do not 
see how that body can possibly refuse our re- 
quest in the face of the statements which we 
will lay before mem.“ 

Representative Aldrich, when seen by the 
representative of Tux Tripuns, was particu- 
larly anxious a strong and representative com- 
mittee should be sent. He said: 

„»The people of Chicago can accomplish 
great things when they go about it., y 
tave done bigger things than this before, and 
ii they pick out a strong committee and come 
down here determined to make an impression 
they may @o wonders. 1 want to warn them 
in advance the case is somewhat desperate so 
they may come prepared to work in true 
Chicago style and overcome all obstacles, 
The disposition of those who control legisla- 
tion for the rest of this Congress is not favor- 
able to us. Speaker Crisp and Chairman 
Sayers are really the men who will decide the 
question. Neariy every member of the Com. 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds hus 
a pet project of his own, so the sum total of 
the appropriations urged will be six or seven 
millions at least, and the Democratic man- 
agers will have to be converted from their be. 
lief that economy in expenditures (though a 
false economy) is the only issue they have leit 
on which to go before the people, and they 
are grasping at it as the drowning man does 
at a straw.

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BILL IS IN JEOPARDY. 


DEMOORATIO CAUCUS BARELY. 8U5- 
TAINS OARLISLE’S MEASURE, 


Indorsed by a Vote of 81 to 59, but Those 
in Favor ef the Currency Bill Not 
\ Enough to Carry It Through the House 
Debate Limited So as to Reach a Vote 
the End of the Week=Springer Makes 
a Signal Faillure<Some Weird Finan- 
cial Suggestions That Came Up. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.]— 
Ex-Speaker Reed not long ago delivered him- 
self of one of his oracular utterances as fol- 
lows: “Whenever William M. Springer of 
Illinois opens his mouth he subtracts from 
the sum total of human knowiedge.”’ . 

The justice of this epigram was never ex- 
hibited so com pletely as today in the meeting 
of the Democratic caucus, That conference, 
ostensibly held for the purpose of determining 
the position of the party on the Carlisle cur- 
rency scheme, under Mr. Springer’s skill- 
ful management succeeded in determining 
nothing at all except a decision to come toa 
vote by the end of the week. Before the 
caucus was formally calied to order Bourke 
Cockran and a number of the Eastern Demo- 
crats gave formal notice that they would not 
participate if their action in the House was to 
be bound in any way by the result of the 
caucus, Mr. Livingston attempted to pass a 
resolution making the Carlisle bill a party 
issue and binding all the Democrats to abide 
by the caucus decision, but his motion did 
not even come to a vote, Holman of Indiana, 
the Chairman of the caucus, ruling that the 
meeting had advisory powers only. 

On the straight question as to the adoption 
of the substitute currency bill the vote was 81 
to 59. There were only 152 Democrats in 
the caucus, there being upwards of three score 
and ten absentees. If fifty-nine men who voted 
against the Carlisle scheme in the caucus 
take the same course in the House they to- 
gether with the Republicans would be able to 
defeat it. Several of them, however, although 
they oppose the bill in caucus, will not do so 
in the House. They will vote for it on the 
theory that the administration is chiefly 
concerned in any change in the currency sys- 
tem, and if the Secretary-of the Treasury is 
satisfied they believe he should be allowed to 
reform the currency as he thinks best, even 
though they believe the bill is full of glaring 
errors. 

Caucus a Fiat Failure? 

The question at issue therefore is as to the 
stand which will be taken by the seventy-odd 
Democrats who did ngt think it worth while 
to attend the caucus. Chairman Spring- 
er, who always takes a resolute view 
of everything, declared nearly all the 
absentees will vote for bill, 
although not having attended the caucus, be- 
cause they were perfectly willing to abide by 
its decision. With fifty-nine members voting 
against the administration and seventy others 
absent itis evident the caucus asa test of 
strength or weakness of the Carlisle bill was 
a flat failure. The fate ot the measure in the 
House will be decided only when the final 
vote is taken at the end of the week. 

While Speaker Crisp was given the honor of 
opening the debate in the caucus and sup- 
ported the bill, the main speech in its favor 
was naturally made by Mr. Springer, who, 
as Chairman of the Banking and Cur- 
rency committee, has charge of the 
bill in the House. He made a long 
speech and exceeded his time to a consider- 
able extent and finally was compelled to sit 
down in the utmost confusion, having been 
completely floored by one or two sharp point- 
ed questions from Bourke Cockran of New 
York and Representative Richardson of Mich- 
gan. 

He was asked the simple question how the 
Treasury would be relieved of its present dis- 
tress by the passage of the Carlisle currency 
scheme, and in attempting to make 
an answer to this floundered about i 
auch a ridiculous manner as to cause 
the members of the caucus to lose patience 
with him entirely, whereupon time was called, 
and the Sangamon statesman, who had started 
in to make a clean home run, dies ignomious- 
ly at third base. 

Some Interesting Bv- Play. 

There were several little bits of by-play 
in the caucus which indicated the temper or 
rather the distemper of the Democratic ma- 
jority in the House of Representatives. 
Gus Swanson of West Virginia appealed to 
his fellow-Democrats to pass the Car- 
lisle bifland not confess their utter incom- 
petency to deal with the financial question, 
whereupon Mr. Tarsney of Kansas City ap- 
propriately replied it was better far for them 
to confess their incompetency now than to 
have it proved up against them later by the 
results. 

Representative Terry of Little Rock, Ark., 

came into the caucus with a financial scheme 
of his own, which for inspired idiocy far 
surpasses all those which have pre- 
ceded. It proposed that the States should 
be given the power to buy silver bullion, 
turn it into the United States Mints and have 
it returned to the State Treasuries in the 
shape of shining gold dollars. The folly of 
this plan to allow the bankrupt States to pay 
off their debts by making a profit of 50 
cents on the dollar on the silver they 
bought and coined was too much even for a 
Democratic caucus, although it was not 
beaten by any large majority, the vote show- 
ing 54 yeas to 64 nays, there being a majori- 
ty of only 10 votes against this superiatively 
foolish proposition. The 54 votes, however, 
may be taken as the measure of the dyed-in- 
the-wool dnd wholly unreasonable silver 
cranks in the House. 
It. was a noticeable fact of the caucus that 
the Carlisle bill was persistently opposed by 
Silver Dollar Bland, the chief of the free 
coinage theorists, who denounced the meas- 
ure as the first attempt within the history 
of the Democratic party when that organ- 
ization had plaved itself on the 
side of the national bank. In response to 
this argument Mr. Springér declared the 
present bill was only the opening wedge and 
it was necessary to pass some sort of a law 
clipping the wings of the national bank so as 
to anticipate action friendly to the banks by 
the coming Republican Congress. 


Springer’s Important Admission. 


Mr. Springer’s statement in this respect was 
an important one, as it is the first time the 
representatives of the administration have al- 
lowed themselves to be forced into the hole 
and obliged to confess that their sole purpose 
in gttempting to reform the currency was 
ultimately to destroy the national banks as 
they now exist. 
The caucus was not only organized but con- 
ducted under the eye of Speaker Crisp and 
for the sole purpose of giving Mr. Carlisle's 
currency scheme some sort of standing asa 
party measure. It was necessary, therefore, 
to head off all other propositions and the bill 
offered by Representative Sperry of Con- 
necticut, providing for the funding of the 
cum into low-rate popular bonds, was 
efeated in the most decisive manner by the 
overwhelming vote of 70 to 13. The caucus 
session wasa long one and speeches were 
made by Speaker Crisp and Representatives 
Biand, Springer, Cox, Richardson, Cockran, 
Coombs, Bailey, Coffeen, Washington, Bryan, 
Livingston, Sperry, Johnson of Ohio, and 
others. 
As a result of its action the Committee on 
Rules will bring in a resolution tomorrow 
providing for a special rule giving up Tues- 
day to general debate and following 
with the five-minute rule and a 
vote Saturday afternoon. The fight against 
the Carlisle scheme of the Democratic party 
wiil be ied by the Eastern men, and tonight, 
after the caucus had adjourned, they did not 
hesitate to predict their ability to beat it 
by the assistance of the Republicans, but 
it is evident many Democrats op 
to the measure will hesitate to record them- 
selves as voting against a bili championed by 
the President and Secretary of the Treasury, 
and the prospects now are that the scheme, 
with some modifications, will be either passed 
or defeated by an exceedingly slender ma- 


jority.

RELATION OF MACHINERY TO LABOR. 


Exhaustive Investigation to Be Made by 
the Government, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 7.—A general in- 
vestigation on the advance of machinery in 
the industrial world and its effect on labur has 
been begun by the Bureauof Labor. The ob- 
ject is to determine what modern machinery 
has done as compared to hand labor and 
what inroads machinery has made in the field 
formerly occupied by hand labor. It is the 
first time an investigation on this line has 
ever been attempted by the government. 
Several of the agents have been already sent 
out on the work, provided with circular in- 
quiries calling for collection of various specific 
instances of hand labor, the time, cost, and 
labor involved in the production of various 
articles, compared with the corresponding 
conditions in the modern factories. The work 
will require a year or more, and the whole 
force of twenty or twenty-five agents of the 
bureau in the field will be engaged on it after 
a few weeks, when the collection of statistics 
of strikes from 1887 to July last is com- 
pleted. 


WILL OPPOSE TARIFF LEGISLATION, 


Decision of the Republican 
Steering Committee. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 7.—The Repub- 
lican steering committee attempted to meet 
this morning, but did not muster a quorum, 
Those present talked informally of the pro- 
poeed program. Though no conclusion was 
reached members of the conference said 
there would be no tariff legislation, not even 
the correction of what are termed errors in 
the bill. As to the fight against the income 
tax it was understood Senator Quay would 
oppose that provision in the appropriation 
bill and other Republicans would make 
speeches, but there would be no party fight 
made upon it.

GENERAL NEWS FROM WASHINGTON, 


Ships at the Pacific Station Are Ordered 
to Go to Sea. 


WasainetTon, D. C., Jan. 7.—In execution of 
his policy of keeping cruisers in motion and 
away from home ports Secretary Herbert has 
instructed Admiral Beardslee, commanding the 
Pacific station, to cause the ships attached to 
that station now at Mare Island and ready for 
service to go to sea. The exact cruise of each 
vessel has not been specified, and this will prob- 
ably be left for the determination of the Admiral, 
who has been instructed, however, to see to it 
that the vessels are for no great length of time 
be yond reach of orders from the department.

The unu portions of Arlington are to 
be occupied, and two post graduate scholarships 
for study in Europe established yearly. 

For Relief of Homestend Settlers. 

The Senate Committee on Public Lands today 
favorably reported the bill recommended by Sec- 
retary Smith for the relief of homestead settlers 
on timber lands in Wisconsin, Minnesota, and 
Michigan, who suffered loss by reason of the se- 
vere forest fires of the last autumn. The bill has 
already passed the House. 

Bill for Admission of Oklahoma, 
Senator Martin today introduced a bill for the 
admission of Oklahoma asa State.

SOME TENDENOIES OF SOCIALISM. 


Lecture by Dr. Thorstein B. Veblen at All 
Souls’ Church Last Night.

STARTLING OHARGES MADE AGAINST 
JUDGE RIOKS OF OHIO.

8. J. Ritchie of Akron Presents a Memo- 
rial to the House Implicating Jadce 
Burke and Ex-Senator Payne with Ricks 
He Charges Them with Manipulating 
Canadian Copper and Nickel Mines in 
Which They Were Partners=Mr, Payne 
Says the Charges Are Ridiculous. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 7.—Charges of a 
sensational character against United States 
District Judge Augustus Ricks of Cleveland 
are contained in a memorial presented to the 
House of Representatives today. Representa- 
tive Johnson of Ohio secured immediate con- 
sideration for a resolution instructing the 
Judiciary committee to investigate the 
charges, and without debate the resolution 
was adopted. The charges are made under 
oath by S. J. Ritchie of Akron, O., a wealthy 
capitalist of that section. While directed 
mainly at Judge Ricks they indirectly affect 
Judge Burke and ex-United States Senator 
Payne of Cleveland. 

Mr. Ritchie gives the names of a formidable 
array of counsel in Washington, Cleveland 
and Akron who have been retained in his be- 
halt. These include Messrs. Hemphill, Shella- 
barger, and Wilson and Butterworth of Wash- 
ington; Keruch & Co. of Cleveland, and Judge 
Upson and Messrs. Green, Grant, and Lieber 
of Akron. The charges involve losses reach- 
ing $6,000,000. Mr. Ritchie claims to have 
suffered in decisions made by Judge Ricks 
affecting Canadian copper and nickel mines, 


Mines That Are Involved. 


The memorial covers twelve typewritten 
pages and tells of the discovery in 1885 of 
valuable copper and nickel deposits at Sud- 
bury Junction, Canada, by the memorialist, 
which have become of world-wide tame and 
have supplied all the nickel for armor plates 
used in the United States navy and by Euro- 
pean governments. In order to develop them, 
to organize corporations, and to build a con- 
necting railway, he says he associated with 
himself Stevenson Burke, Henry B. Payne, 
and Thomas W. Cornell, who were at 
time believed by him to be honorable and 
trustworthy. The corporations were known 
as the Canadian Copper company and Anglo- 
American Iron company, with principal 
offices at Cleveland. 

Mr. Ritchie avers that in 1889 he negotiated 
in England for the sale of the property for 
$15,000,000 when, his petition alleges, his 
associates commenced to put into execution 
a thoroughly planned and infamous scheme 
to rob himself and his wife, who had the 
largest interests. To assist them in their de- 
signs, it is charged, Judgé Ricks prostituted 
his office and became their subservient and 
pliant tool, 

Mr. Ritchie says while he was confined to 
his bed in 1888 and unabie to attend to his 
business, James B. and George W. McMullen 
of Ontario secured judgment in Canada on a 
contract by which he was to purchase from 
them certain railroad bonds and brought suit 
in the Circuit Court of the Northern District 
of Ohio and secured judgment. 


Coupons Were Stolen, 


According to the memorial it was after- 
wards discovered that a large part of the cou- 
pons which the MeMullens had agreed to de- 
liver had been stolen by them from the Cen- 
tral Ontario railway. Stevenson Burke acted 
as his attorney, he recites, and says Burke 
professed to defend the case, but called a 
meeting of Payne and Cornell, whom Ritchie 
terms ** conspirators,” at which they agreed 
to appropriate to themselves securities worth 
52.500.000 belonging to Mr. Ritchie and de- 
posited with them in connection with their 
mutual Canadian interests, appropriating 
them ostensibly to prevent them from being 
seized under the McMullen judgment. They 
then entered into an agreement with the Mc- 
Mullens that the latter should file a creditor’s 
bill in the court over which Judge Ricks pre- 
sided, and which they boasted would sustain 
their interests. It is alleged to have been a 
part of the agreement that Burke, Payne, and 
Cornell were to be made parties to the bill 
and the securities in their possession brought 
into court. 

In furtherance of this plan, it is alleged his 
partners defeated the sale for $15, 000 
arranged, planned the destruction of the mar- 
ket value of the properties, and fraudulently 
transferring to themselves the stocks owned 
by him, elected Burke President of the com- 
pany. The books of the company, which con- 
tained a correct statement of his standing, he 
charges Judge Ricks with withholding from 
him, refusing permission to his attorneys to 
inspect them, acting from corrupt motives 
and in the face of the fact that for eight years 
no statement of the condition of the com- 
panies had been made as required by law. 
Every other party to the suit it is declared 
had free access to them. 

Harry P. McIntosh and Samuel E. Will- 
iamson were interested also as attorneys in 
the suit. 

To the Rescue of Ricks. 

% In the interest of these parties as indi- 

viduals and attorneys this vicious ruling of 
Judge Ricks was made, the memorial con- 
tinues, and when the charges preferred by 
the Central Labor Union of Cleveland against 
Judge Ricks were recently on hearing before 
the committee appointed by the House of 
Represeatatives, we find every one of these 
attorneys flying tu the rescue of Judge Ricks. 
We find them also writing to members of 
Congress and laboring with them to prevent 
any report being made which would be a 
truthful statement of Judge Ricks’ conduct 
as shown by his own books. This conduct 
shows too plainly the relations which exist be- 
tween Judge Ricks and the corrupt parties 
whom he had protected from being convicted 
by their own books and records, as he himself 
has been shown to be guilty and corrupt by 
the records of his office.” 
Other specificamons are that all the books 
of the corporation were shipped from Ontario 
to the United States to get them within the 
jurisdiction of Judge Ricks’ court; that he 
made the ruling refusmg Ritchie access to 
the books without notice or opportunity for 
hearing, and without notice to her attorneys 
dismissed Mra, Ritchie as a party to the 
case, 


JUDGE RICKS MAKES A STATEMENT. 


Denies the Substance of the Attack on 
Him in Washington, 

Cincinnati, O., Jan. 7.—Judge Augustus J. 

Ricks arrived here from Cleveland tonight to 
sit in the Court of Appeals tomorrow. He 
spent the evening with Judge Taft and others. 
He had not heard of the Ritchie memorial 
until he read the evening papers. He made 
the following statement: 
Some four or five years ago the McMullens 
brought suit in the United States Circuit Court 
at Cleveland upon a judgment which they recov- 
ered in Canada against S. J. Ritchie of Akron, 
O., for some three hundred thousand dol- 
lars. The record shows personal service on 
Ritchie in Canada. When sued on the judgment 
in the United States court he claimed the right 
to plead defenses which he should have made in 
the original suit in Canada. The case was tried 
before United States Circuit Judge Jackson (now 
of the United States Supreme Court) and Judge 
Ricks. The latter wrote the opinion of the court, 
which was concurred in by Judge Jackson, and in 
that opinion the court held that the Canada judg- 
ment had the same force and effect as the judg- 
ment of a court of one of the States of the Union, 
and judgment was given in favor of the McMull- 
ens upon the Canada: judgment, with interest. 
A writ of error was taken from the judgment to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, where it 
is still pending. The court bas had it under ad- 
visement for years. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 7.—Ex-Senator Payne 
when shown the dispatch from Washington to- 
day in reference to the memorial presented to 
Congress against United States Judge Ricks, 
said: ** The charges are ridiculous and an 
outrageous slander. Let Mr. Ritchie pay 
Judge Burke, Mr. Connell, and myself what 
he owes us, and he can get his stock. Judge 
Rieke did not decide that case. He simply 
coincided with Judge Layton of Tennessee. 
Ritchie borrowed money from Burke, Con- 
nell, and myself, aggregating a million and 
a quarter dollars.” a 
Akron, O., Jan. 7.—[Speeial. Samuel J, 
Ritchie, who presented through Congressman 
Tom Johnson today the serious char 
against Circuit Judge Augustus J. Ricks, this 
atternoon filed a suit agaist the City Na- 
tional Bank of Akron, asking fora judgment 
of $122,000.

There must de a change in the rules of 
the Chicago Underwriters,” said one of the 
members yesterday, that will give to all an 
equal show for getting business. If this is 
not done, in my opinion, the local board will 
pass into history before tbe next quarterly 
meeting time arrives, I have lived up to the 
rules of the association honestiy. But I know, 
as certainly as one may know anything for 
which he lacks direct proof, that many of the 
members are not honest in their actions.

The 
companies which paid brokers commissions 
in excess of that allowed under the rules are 
by no means confined to the ones against 
whom charges have been brought and the 
members who have been fined, This must be 
taken into consideration.

Jerome K. Jerome’s “A Way to Win a Wom- 
an is the way that would quite naturally be 
espoused by a stage barrister at law, young, 
handsome, and chivalrous, yet unable to pay 
the price demanded for that woman’s devo- 
tion. The formula is to betray a trust, to ap- 
prepriate to his own uses money left in his 
care by a dead friend, to live and flourish on 
his stolen fortune, and finally, when con- 
tronted by the evidence of his guilt, and 
taught that even £5,000 a year cannot buy 
love and respect, to confess himself a 
thief, and take refuge in a cup of poison. 
But the picture goes one step further. To 
have the cup thrust from his lips by the one 
who has ruined his life and honor, and to re- 
ceive for all that is lost the hand of that one 

iven in poverty. Such is the play which Mr. 
Jerome, the English humorist, wrote for Mr. 
Sothern, and which the latter presented at 
Hooley’s last evening before an audience 
which might easily be an honor to any actor 
or theater. It is a gloomy picture to be drawn 
by the pen of a humorist. It reveals a soul in 
the Springtime of its ambition broken on 
the wheel of its own weakness. Sympathy is 
the natural resultant of such a calam- 
ity, but somehow sympathy for Harry. 
Halward, the young barrister of Mr. 
Jerome’s play, is withheld. The reason? 
One young woman suggested itin the foyer at 
the close of the play and her remark was over- 
heard. Madge Carruthers was not worth the 
price—not even when she repented.“ Her 
lover hinted in the first act that she was the 
„ modern woman,” but only a pessimist will 
believe it. A creature of prodigal display, a 
lover of tine horses, one whose acme of con- 
tentment is to feel herself to be the best 
dressed woman in the community in which 
she moves, one whose honest love is qualified 
by the ability to spend £5,000 a 
year. She strikes the keynote of Mr. Jerome’s 
drama. She represents the feminine interest 
of the play excepting one redeeming and 
inspiring exampie of girlhood, Without a 
stronger, more appealing feminine interest 
“A Way to Win a Woman” cannot forcibly 
or for any length of time move an audience, 
and the first to rebel against its shortcoming 
will be the women themselves, They will say 
„ Madge Carruthers was not worth the price, 
and they wiil temper their sympathy ior the 
one who, knowing her shortcomings, persisted 
and sinned, The turning point of the entire 
drama rests upon one incident which, the 
management evidently feared would not be 
accepted by the @udience, as a footnote in 
the program attested to its practicability. 
When Harry Halward’s friend in Mexico 
was about to die and was willing bis 
vast fortune to his naturai son in England, an 
amateur photographer took a snap shot at 
him and photographed the letter. It was car- 
ried to England, strangely enough, into the 
very presence of the one who had destroyed 
the document and betrayed the trust, and the 
infinitesimal tracidg on the photograph was 
read under a microscope. For theatrical pur- 
poses such an expedient is admirable, but it 
would hardly carry conviction in life. The 
secret offender is commissioned with the task 
of discovermg the culprit and his 
own remorse eventually runs him down, 
The drama is written in three acts. 
The first takes place in Halward's 
bachelor apartments. where eurly in the act 
Miss Carruthers and her friends, girls of 
aristocratic position and presumably of good 
training, come unattended to take tea with 
the two men.

Prrrsnung, Pa., Jan. '7.—[Special. ]—Pitts. 
burg had a scare today. The heavy rains of 
the last forty-eight hours swelled the Monon- 
gahela and Allegheny Rivers to flood height. 
Only twenty-five feet of water is expected. This 
is about eight feet less than the last flood four 
yearsago. Over fifty boats were swept from 
their moorings along the Monongahela River. 
A number of barges loaded with coal and 
worth $10,000 each sank. Many mills had 
to close on account of the water getting into 
the fly wheel pits. §Among them were the 
converting and the 32, 38, 35, and 
40 inch mills of the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany at Homestead. They were compelled to 

idle just as the strike of last week col- 
lapsed. The Carrie furnace, the Pittsburg 
wire works, and the Braddock wire works at 
Braddock, were also compelled to close. 

Along the river fronts andin the lowlands 
of Allegheny dozens of families were com- 
pelled to move from the lower part of their 
houses into upper rooms, By tomorrow noon 
the waters are expected to subside. Twelve 
million bushels of coal will then be started 
South.

Fears Felt at Cincinnati and Loss Already

Cinctnnati, O., Jan. 7.—[Special. ]|—There 
are fears that the present rise of the Ohio will 
cause a serious flood, Since last evening the 
river has risen nearly fifteen feet, while from 
above come reports of heavy water on the 
way. Already the bottom lands in and 
about the city are under water. The Mill 
Creek Valley, which runs through the 
western part of the city, and is peopled 
principally by gardeners, was swept by a sud- 
den flood Sunday night and much property 
was destroyed. The loss will not be less than 
$10,000. At Lockland the race-track is 
under water and the aqueduct over the canal 
is said to be in danger. At Ivorydale a num- 
ber of barns and outhouses were washed away. 
The gardeners in the valley will be heavy 
losers. The heaviest rainfail since the estab- 
lishment in Cincinnati of the weather bureau 
was registered at 7 o’clock Monday morning 
for the twenty-four hours preceding. The 
fall was 3.47 inches, 

Beware, O., Jan. '7.—The indications to- 
day are that the great flood of 1884 will be 
repeated. The river is rising rapidly in con- 
sequence of incessant rain for the last thirty- 
six hours. The ice in the Ohio River and its 
tributaries broke up and ran out last night. 
Several barges were lost. Two bridges on 
the Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling railway 
were washed away. Trains could not be run 
today and traffic was blocked. The low lands 
will be flooded and people are moving to 
higher grounds,

A Lonpow trade paper, Milling, says that 
wheat can be turned into flour in England so 
cheaply that American millers ought to recog- 
nize the fact that their struggle is hopeless 
and abandon it. According to an itemized 
statement by the paper the cost of conversion 
amounts to 10 shillings per ton (2,240 
pounds) of wheat, or about 40 cents per 
sack of 280 pounds of flour, and the English 
miller is doing business on a fair margin 
when he realizes at the rate of 61 cents per 
sack. The Northwestern Miller, published in 
Minneapolis, makes fun of this, and says a 
glimpse at the figures ot cost near the Falls of 
St. Anthony would give the Englishman an 
attack of nausea. Itsays that under excep- 
tional circumstances runs have been made at 
less than the statement of English costs for 
wages, office expenses, salesmen, insurance, 
taxes, and fuel, which amount to about $1.89 
per ton of wheat, omitting the 55 cents 
which Milling adde for the cost of oil, silk, 
other materials, repairs, depreciation, and 
bad debts. The reported movement of ma- 
terial bears out the claim of the Minneapolis 
authority, as our exports of flour show an in- 
crease while those of wheat were decreasing. 
Evidently the American miller can afford to 
sell flour in Engiand in competition with that 
made by his English brother from American 
wheat. 


REFORMING THE PRIMARIES. 

The Civic Federation is going to take in 
hand the city and town primaries to be held 
month after next. A resolution has been 
adopted calling for the appointment ofa 
committee representing the political parties, 
whose duty it shall be to call on the Election 
Commissioners and interview them about the 
appointment of judges and elerks for the 
coming primaries and elections, and to see 
the Mayor and Chief of Police About protec- 
tion for voters at primaries and elections and 
the strict enforcement of the laws relating to 
them. Efforts are to be made to secure hon- 
est primaries and to popularize them with the 
people. The Election Commissioners have 
nothing to do directly with primary judges 
and clerks. If the Republican primaries in a 
ward are held under the primary election law, 
the committeeman selects from among the 
Republican judges and clerks for the ward 
the number he needs. The Election Commis- 
sioners do not have to confirm his choice. 

But as these judges and clerks are selected 
in the first instance by the Commissioners to 
act at regular elections, and as quite a num- 
ber of new officers of this kind will have to be 
appointed next month, it is eminently proper 
that this committee should pay the Election 
Board a visit and ask that those appointees 
be first-class men. It should ask also that 
those judges and clerks who showed their un- 
fitness at the last election, or who are not 
loyal members of the party to which they 
were accredited, be dropped and rep!aced by 
better men. 

If the regular judges and clerks of election 
are men who have the qualifications pre- 
scribed by the law there will be no difficulty 
about securing honest judges and clerks for 
primaries. But unfortunately one effect of 
the primary elections law has been to induce 
ward committeemen to recommend to the 
Election Board for appointment men whom 
they thought they could use at the primaries. 
Subserviency to the committeeman has been 
looked on asa more desirable qualification 
than ability to do the regular work honestly 
and correctly. The quality of the judges has 
deteriorated by reason of the attempt to re- 
form the primaries. 

The primary elections law ‘must not be re- 

pealed, but the Election Commissioners must 
be urged to take more pains than in the past 
in the selection of judges and clerks. Those 
whom they appoint as Republicans or Demo- 
crats must besuch. They must be men whose 
political status is unquestioned. But they 
must also be intelligert, competent mea, and 
not the tools of any. politician, 
Olt will be difficult, however, to make the 
primaries strictly honest in spite of all pre- 
cautions as long as the office of ward commit- 
teeman is as profitable as it is now. The man 
who can be relied on tg eleet just the dele- 
gates who suit him and vote them for whom. 
soever he pleases is always sure of a good 
office whenever his party is in power. If he 
is not provided for at the City Hail he is given 
a berth in the County Building. If civil serv- 
ice methods were in force in the different de- 
partments, and the ownership of a ward dele- 
gation did not carry with it the right to de- 
mand an office, there might be some chance 
| for reasonable honesty at primaries. 

But even if primaries are made thoroughly 
honest the vote cast at them, save on excep- 
tional occasions, will not be very much larger 
than it is now. Not all the begging and urg- 
ing in the world will make many turn out at 
them. Nor should a heavy attendance be ex- 
pected. The vote is largest at a Presidential 
election because there has been such a long 
preliminary discussion and every one has be- 
come wakened up and interested. The shorter 
campaign for a city election, important as it 
is, ends in a much smaller vote, The vote at 
a ward or precinct primary held at the very 
commencement of a campaign, with no pre- 
liminary discussion to speak of, must be 
smaller still. 


UNWILLING TO TRUST THE DEMOCRATS. 

A number of indictments have been re- 
turned against election officers, policemen, 
and others for violating various provisions of 
the election laws at the ,recent election. 
Mesars. Forrest and Miller, who are conduct- 
ing the prosecution on behalf of the Civic 
Federation, have decided that they will try 
two of these cases before March 1 if they can 
and allow the rest to lie over until after the 
spring election, which amounts to a postpone- 
ment to the Ist of May. The reason for this 
delay is the belief that more satisfactory 
results would be secured ata time when the 
partisanship of citizens is mot aroused by an 
approaching election.“ ‘Jurors. would be 
more likely to agreeat atime when they 
were not interested in the result of the pend- 
ing election.” 

Mr. Forreet, who 1s thoroughly acquainted 
with the evidence in these cases, is satisfied 
the defendants are guilty, and that a fair jury 
would be convinced by it, but he seems to be 
of the opinion that if these men were to be 
tried between now and election day some of 
the Democrats on each jury would be such in- 
tense partisans asto refuse to return a ver- 
' dict of guilty against men who had worked 
zealously, though illegaliy, for Democratic 
candidates. Mr. Forrest knows the make-up 
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to tell when, if ever, a Democratic juror wil! 
vote to send another Democrat to the peni- 
tentiary for violating an election law. 

It is te be regretted that a postponement 

should be deomed advisable. Tardy punish- 
ment is not half as impressive as that which 
follows swiftly on the heels of the 3 
of the crime. Were a determiued effort to be 
made to force these cases to trial now very 
probably it would Fall because of the admira- 
b’e opportunities for delay afforded by the 
administration of the criminal law. If noth- 
ing is done till the close of April the defend - 
ants will stave off proceedings, with the help 
of the summer vacation, till nextfall, If they 
are found guilty then the lawyers hired for 
them by their party friends will take their 
cases to the Supreme Court. That will mean 
a delay of six months or a year. 
It is a pity that Mr. Forrest does not think 
it sate to trust Democratic jurors on the eve 
of an election. If they could be depended on 
to return verdicts in accordance with the law 
and the facts there might be a chance of pun- 
ishing these offenders before the next Presi- 
dential election. 


RELATIONS OF CHINA AND JAPAN, 

The new Japanese Minister to Great Britain 
has arrived at San Francisco, en route to 
London, and in un interview presents what 
may be called an official statement of the re- 
lations between Japan and China at the time 
he left Tokio, where he was at the head of the 
Bureau of Foreign Affairs. At that time the 
Chinese Government was making overtures 
for peace, but nothing had been accomplished, 
as Japan was not willing to comply with 
China's request that ite plenipotentiaries 
should conduct the negotiations on Chinese 
soil, Overtures had also been made by China 
for an armistice pending peace negotiations, 
but these, too, were declined upon the ground 
that it would give China a great advantage. 
As to the possible terms of a peace the new 
Minister says: 

Various stories have been telegrabbed over the 
world designed to show the amount of the in- 
demnity asked by Japan, but I can say that not 
even the Chinese Government knows what Japan 
will demand. The secrets of the various depart- 
ments of the Japanese Government are carefully 
guarded. I know this much, however: China has 
asked the Ja Government for a statement 
of what indemnity it would require 4s a condi- 
tion for the cessation of hostilities. The reply 
made to China was that the matter would only 
be discussed when China consented to send plen- 
ipotentiaries to Japan to negotiate a peace 
treaty. 

In the absence of any agreement between 
the two powers looking in the direction of 
peace Japan will continue its campaign with 
all possible vigor and in spite of the odstacles 
of winter will make an effort to press forward 
towards the capital. If left to itself it will be 
only.a question of time how soon Pekin wil 
be in the hands of the Japanese and China 
will be even more at their mercy than she is 
now. But will Japan be left to itself and be 
allowed to seize the capital? According to 
dispatches printed Sunday last there is an 
understanding between England and Russia, 
the two powers most interested in China, as 
to the future movements of Japan. In one 
of the dispatches it is reported as part of this 
agreement— 

That no warlike operations shall be permitted 
in any of the approaches to Shanghai, including 
the north and south entrances to the Yangtse 
River, and that warlike operations are held to 
include the passage of a hostile fleet through 
these entrances. The decision of the two powers 
was conveyed to the Japanese Government, and 
was at first accepted by them. Soon after the 
Japanese victories the Mikado’s Ministers began 
to complain of,the arrangement on the ground that 
the Shanghai arsenal was still at work supplying 
Chinese troops with arms, and they threatened to 
renounce and withdraw from the agreement. 
They were clearly informed that this would not 
be permitted, but it is feared that in the natural 
excitement and exultation of their successes the 
Japanese would defy the two powers and try to 
sail up the river and seize Nankin, and it was 
thought the third Japanese army at Hiroshima 
was destined for this operation. 

It was in accordance with this agreement 
that Russia has massed troops at Chee Foo 
and that the English Government has ordered 
its squadron to assemble in the same locality, 
which shows that England and Russia are 
still acting in harmony. In this emergency 
the wily Japanese are courting the favor of 
the United States and Germany. The efforts 
of the United States, however, can only be 
directed towards peace. In spite of the yel- 
low chrysanthemum which Japan has sent 
Emperor William it is not likely Germany 
will actively interfere unless its interests are 
in seme way antagonized by England and 
Russia. All the same the Japanese Jingoes 
have got everything into their own hands, 
notwithstanding Lord Rosebery has de- 
clared that Great Britain will not contem- 
plate with composure the overthrow of the 
central Goverument of China, with all the 
disastrous consequences that it would entail 
upon the civilized world.” For “ civilized 
world it would be safe in this instance to 
read English trade.“ It would be infinitely 
better for the civilized world and for China 
herself if Japanese methods and Japanese 
government were set up in Pekin in place of 
Chinese, and progress took the place of the 
stupid conservatism and pig-headed conceit 
which the Chinese have displayed since this 
war began. It is evident, however, that 
Japan and China are not the only pieces on 
the board and that the moves of Japan in 
future must be made with direct reference to 
other and new pieces which have been placed 
there. On to Pekin may yet be as dan- 
gerous as On to Berlin was in 1871. It 
would seem to be to the advantage of Japan 
to make peace while she can dictate the 
terms, 
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DENIAL OF ATRIAL BY THEIR PEERS. 

There were two cases last week of imprison- 
ment for contempt of court, one of them by 
a Federal and the other by a State J udge, 
which must have been overlooked by the dif- 
ferent trade and labor organizations. Had 
that not been the case they certainly woula 
have passed resolutions declaring that the 
Constitution guarantees to every mana jury 
trial aud extending to these latests victims 
of arbitrary power and of monopolistic 
tyranny the same assurances of sympathy 
that were lavished on Debs, the chief martyr, 
and Howard, Rogers, etc., assistant martyrs. 

The first case was that of a man whose wife 
gota divorce from him. They had a child 
the custody of which was contested. Before 
the question was settled the child disappeared. 
There is reason to believe the father took it. 
The Judge ordered him to produce it in court. 
He did not do so and he has been castinto a 
dungeon. He has been granted no jury trial. 
Whether he carried off the child or not has 
not been judicially determined by the verdict 
ofajury. It will be seen that the case is one 
deserving the promptattention of that vigilant 
guardian of human liberty and constitutional 
rights, the walking delegate, Perhaps Judge 
Trumbull may have some views to express on 
the subject. 

The other case was that of a lawyer lu Cin- 
cinnati. He, acting for a client, invested 
some money in bonds. When required by 
the court to hand over the bonds or tell what 
had become of them he refused to do either. 
He was sentenced last summer to six months’ 
imprisonment for contempt. The lawyer was 
brought befote the court again last week. 
He still refused to answer. Therefore he has 
been committed to jail for sixty days with the 
understanding that if at the end of that time 
he does not makea disclosure he will stay 


locked up till be does. This poor man has 
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by a United States Judge for months, And 
vet no labor organization has said a word in 
his behalf, It is true that he is charged with 
a failure to turn over afew thousand dollars 
belonging to a client, but what is that com- 
pared to the misdeeds of Debs and his accom- 
plices? Yet they are “martyrs,” although 
they are not in jail. 

Surely the walking delegates will have 
something to say about these two instances of 
arbitrary exercise of judicial power. It is 
true that neither of the victims tied up a 
railroad, wrecked a train, or stopped the car- 
rying of the mails. But they are incarcerated 
without a jury trial and that oughtto gain 
them the sympathy of the labor demagogues. 


REFORM THE NATURALIZATION SYSTEM. 

Three months from now there will be an 
important city election. Each side will make 
an effort to poll all the votes it ean, There 
will be the usual ante-election rush to the 
courts of aliens applying for their naturaliza.- 
tion papers. Some ot them will be entitled 
to them, others will not be. Under the pres- 
ent method of doing business a J cannot 
or will not make a serious effort to find out 
whether the applicants are genuine or bogus. 

He holds court at night after he has finished 
his day’s work to accommodate some political 
organization. He sees that his room is 
crowded and that he will have to hurry to get 
through by midnight. For that reason and 
perhaps because he is tired he makes no ef- 
fort to investigate. A few formal questions 
are asked and no more, and the applicant 
goes away a citizen. It isso easy to get nat- 
uralized, though not entitled to be, that the 
wonder is more do not take out their papers 
ahead of time, There would be more illegal 
naturalizations if many foreigners were not 
more conscientious than the Democratic 
heelers who endeavor to persuade them it is 
neither dangerous nor wrong to doa little 
false swearing so as to have an opportunity 
to vote a Democratic ticket. 

Probably there is not a Judge who will not 
admit unhesitatingly that the present system 
cannot be defended, but all act as if it were 
an evil which could not be remedied. The 
Judges in Allegheny County, Pa., have shown 
them how it can be done. There used to be 
the same looseness in Pittsburg that exists 
here. The Judges got ashamed of it and de- 
cided it must stop. They had a meeting last 
fall, at which they adopted rules governing 
naturalization, and they have entorced them. 

Applications are heard only on the first 
Monday of each month. Every petition 
must be sworn to and filed thirty days before 
the hearing. The applicant must give notice in 
two papers at his own cost ten days before the 
hearing, and any citizen may file a remon- 
strance or objection at any time prior to that 
hearing. This stops the mad rush of applica- 
tions immediately prior to the day of regis- 
tration and election and gives time in which 
to consider all petitions carefully. If a man 
who has the whole year before him in which 
to get naturalized waits till the last moment it 
is his owa fault if he is crowded out. 

These rules provide also that— 

Each applicsnt for citizenship must prove to 
the satisfaction of the court that he is able to 
speak the English language and that he under- 
stands the principles of our free government and 
is well disposed to the good order and happiness 
ofthe community. He must also state under 
oath that his application has not been rejected by 
any other court, and if not a resident within the 
jurisdiction of the court he must produce satis- 
factory reason for appealing there instead of to 
the court of his domicile. He must also state 
under oath that the expenses of his application 
are not paid or to be paid by any political party 
or committee, or person representing or acting 
for the same. 

The effect of these rules has been to break 
up the naturalization mills in Allegheny 
County. It has made: extremely dangerous 
to try to get naturalization papers when not 
entitled to them, while no man who ought to 
be admitted to the privileges of citizenship 
has been barred out. Similar rules have been 
adopted in some other Pennsylvania counties 
and have worked well there. , 

Why cannot the J udges of this county come 
together and agree on rules similar in most 
respects to those given above? It is in the 
power of the Legislature no doubt to pass a 
law prescribing uniform regulations on the 
subject of naturalization. But the time of 
the General Assembiy may be taken up with 
other reforms relating chiefly to the govern- 
ment of municipalities. This particular re- 
form, however, is one which the Judges can 
and ought to carry out by themselves without 
waiting for the Legislature. They know the 
evils of the present system, and by concerted 
action they can stop them. It cannot be pos- 
sible that there is a Judge on the bench who 
would refuse to unite in such a movement if 


nis colleagues favored it. Were there such a 


one public sentiment would bring him to 
terms. 

What hinders the Judges meeting at an 
early day and taking their part in the reform 
movement now atirring up the community? 
They can make salutary regulations, and en- 
force them if they are not deterted by the 
clamor of political committees and ward 
workers who make ‘part of their living by 
drumming up unlawful candidates for natur- 
alization. 


BUSINESS AND THE CURRENCY. 

Again the weekly record of bank clearings 
in the principal cities of the United States 
has tutned toa decrease. The total falling 
off for last week, as compared with the same 
time in 1894, which also included the holi- 
day, was 44¢ to 6 per cent, the latter being 
for all points outside of New York City. Itis 
only fair to say that because New Year’s day 
fell on Tuesday this year there was in many 
places a partial suspension of business for 
Monday, while a year ago there were tive full 
business days in the week. But probably that 
difference in conditions does not account 
for the whole of the decadence, and 
it is difficult to resist the conclu- 
sion that it is partly due to the re- 
newal of uncertainty in regard to the currency 
status of the near future. There has been lit- 
tle if any direct reference to this as a check 
on business, but the unwillingness of inves- 
tors to buy the bonds taken by the New York 
syndicate of bankers is a decided develop- 
ment of lessened confidence in that direction, 
and it may be taken as an indication ofa 
growing tendency to distrust in other circles, 
a distrust not palpable or outspoken, but still 
sufficiently existent to have an influence in 
shrinking the volume of general business. 
The feeling that Congress may not be able to 
agree upon a currency measure previous to 
ad journmènt points to a possibility that there 
will be more than two months of wait- 
ing to see what will be done, and even those 
who do not fear that mischief may 
result from legislation on the subject 
by the present Congress well know that hesi- 
tating uncertainty is the reverse of favorable 
to activity in healthy business lines. On the 
other hand, the number of those who dread to 
commit themselves now lest the situation 
should be made worse within the next two 
months is not a small one. The currency 
question in business circles really is as im- 
portant a factor in manufacturing and com- 
mercial circles as it was two years ago, and 
in some respects there (is a strong similarity 
in the general tone, For instance, it is re- 


ported that arrangements have been made for

dent was in some way connected with the 
withdrawal of the American vessels from that 
locality, Mr. Cleveland has veen constrained 
to rise and explain.

them since. Reading between the tines it is 
impossible not to recognize how dangerously 

near the absence of all his self-control the ex- 
Queen of Hawaii had exerted her hypnotic 

powers upon Mr. Cleveland. Meanwhile, as 
the supreme authority is now vested in Con- 
gress, why does it not rise and demand to 

know why the American war vessels were 

withdrawn at a critical time and order some 
of them to be sent there to look after Ameri- 
can interests? 


Ir is another evidence that public sentiment 
in the Southern States is beginning to be 
aroused on the question of lynching that 
James H. Malone, a prominent lawyer of 
Memphis, read a paper recentiy before the 
bar of that city on Judge Lynch and the 
Jury Law.” Discussing the causes of 
lynching, Mr. Malone said: There are two; 
first, because the laws against crime are not 
speedily and impartially enforced; and sec. 
ond, a sort of craze has swept over the coun- 
try, causing men, for the time being, to lose 
their sober judgment and to join the mob as 
of old in the cry ‘Crucify him.“ Tun 
Tribune is inclined to believe that the sec- 
ond cause is a correct one and that the first 
isali nonsense. Nearly nine-tenths of the 
persons lynched in the Southern states are 
negroes, and this in face of the unquestioned 
fact that the laws against crime are always 
speedily and impartially enforced whenever 
a negro is concerned. There is no case on 
record wherea negrohas failed to receive 
punishment. The first cause, therefore, may 
as well be eliminated, except as it applies to 
white men. If white men are not punished 
in the South it is, first, either because their 
offenses are committed against negroes, or, 
second, because juries are afraid to convict 
them. Still there is hope in the decreasing 
number of lynchings that public sentiment 
is waking up tothe necessity of impartial 
justice and its prompt enforcement. 


Tun latest advices from Argentina state 
that the wheat crop there isa poor one. The 
harvest time falls early in the calendar year, 
so that it should be possiole now to make an 
intelligent estimate, not ef yield in bushels 
but of comparative plenty or deficiency. It 
sees to be agreed by those who have the 
best knowledge of the situation that the 
Argeatine wheat crop will be low in quality 
and under the average in quantity per acre, 
but no one professes to know much in regard 
to the breadth sown. The official statement 
for European Russia shows a decrease of 64 
million bushels in the wheat crop there. 
These things do not indicate an increased 
foreign supply of wheat, such as was claimed 
in a report sent from Paris to Washington a 
few weeks ago. Nor does the recent move. 
meat in the United States bear out the big 
estimates for this country which found favor 
in commercial circles in the latter part of 
last year. The receipts from first hands have 
fallen to a low point, and this is believed to 
be chiefly because a great many of the wheat 
farmers have sold off all they had on hand. 
There is still no general agreement as to the 
quantity of wheat fed to animals and likely 
to be fed to them in this country during the 
remainder of the crop year. It is said 
the subject is engaging attention in Europe, 
many people there expecting that it will cause 
an advance in our wheat prices. At the same 
time our visible supply 1s a very large one. 


A Wasuivcrton dispatch to an evening pa- 
per states that the steering committee of 
the Republican Senators has decided that a 
bill to take off the discriminating duty on 
beet sugar must not be favorably considered. 
It was argued on one side that the business 
interests of the country were demanding the 
repeal of that unwise and injurious duty. It 
was alleged on the other side that it would be 
good politics to compel the Democratic party 
to bear the full consequences of the evils 
growing out of its own tariff law. If such is 
the determination of the Senate Republicans 
they have shown. their ignorance of true 
statesmanship and good politics.” The 
Democrats are responsible for that bad duty, 
but whoever helps to keep it in force if the 
Democrats repent and say they want to re- 
peal it is as guilty as they ever were. This 
ditferentiai duty on beet sugar, violative in 
some instances of treaty engagements, is in- 
jurmg many important Western interests. 
Any Western Senator who in his eagerness to 
put the Democrats in a hole puts his con- 
stituents, Republicans as well as Democrats, 
there also com mits a grave error. The cattle- 
men of the West are more anxious to get rid 
of the duty than they are to punish the Dem- 
ocratic party. If Republicans do not allow 
that duty to be repeuled they may be the ones 
to be punished.

Philadelphia Record (Dem.): The decision of 
the Supreme Court that an income tax is not a 
direct tax within the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion, in the opinion of many great lawyers, was a 
lapse and a mistake. It will require quite as hair- 
splitting and technical reasoning to reach the 
conclusion that a law which imposes a tax on in- 
comes of $4,000 or more and exempts incomes of 
less than 64,000 is “uniform” under any con- 
ceivable interpretation of uniformity.

Sew Envoy to Great Britain Thinks There 
Will Be No Cessation. 


San Frascisco, Cal., Jan. 7.—K- Kato, the 
newly appointed Japanese Minister to Great 
‘Britain. has arrived from Japan, on the 
steamer China. Kato is one of the most 
distinguished and Able diplomats in the Jap- 
gnese service. He has lately been head Min- 
ister of the Bureau of Politics in the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Affairs at Tokio, the posi- 
tion filled by Kurino until his appointment 
to the office of Minister to the United States. 
He will succeed Viscount Kacki as the Jap- 
anese Minister to the Court of St. James. 
Viscount Kaoki has been filling the two 
offices of Minister to Great Britain and Ger- 
many, and torelieve him of a share of his 
burdensome duties Kato has been given the 
British mission. Viscount Keoki will remain 
in Berlin. i 

“When I left Japan, said the new Min- 
ister, ** the Chinese Government was making 
overtures for peace. but, as you have probably 
been informed, nothing bas been accom- 
plished. The Japanese Government ex- 
pressed its willingness to receive the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries and negotiate a treaty of 
peace, but my last advices are to the effect 
that China would not agree to the meeting to 
be held in Japan. China prefers that Japan’s 
representatives go over to China, but Japan 
insists that the plenipotentiaries of China 
should meet its own representatives on Japa- 
nese soil, since it is China that is sumg for 
peace and not Japan. Just what the outcome 
of the present negotiations will be it is diffi- 
cult to surmise. 

„Our armies are still prosecuting the war 
in China. Overtures were made by China for 
an armistice, pending the settlement of the 
negotiations for peace, but Japan naturally 
declined to grant that favor. It would give 
China an advantage to which it is not en- 
titled, and there will be no cessation of hostili- 
ties until the final settlement of a treaty of 
peace.

“BONERS” STRIKE AT THE STOCK-Y ARDS. 


Rather than Stand a Cut in Wages They 
Leave Their Places. 

Rather than accept another cut in their 
‘wages 200 “* boners” employed in the pack- 
ing houses of Armour & Co., Swift & Co., 
Morris’, and Libby’s quit work yesterday. 
Their absence from the packing houses didn’t 
affect the work in any particular. In Ar- 
mour’s, Where a few “boners” remained, 
they were given additional work, while 
what they couldn't do was taken 
to the sausage room and the work 
of “boning” performed by the employés 
there. In Swift’s, where a few stood the cut, 
the bosses, assisted by roustabouts, made 
skilled laborers for the time bemg, did the 
work. At Morris’ and the Libby houses the 
action of the men meant more work for those 
who staid behind. The cut and action of the 
men created a sensation among the hundreds 
of employés who expected it and who expect 
other reductions. Many who daily haunt the 
place hoped they could secure work at the 
wages the others refused. They were 
disappointed, however, for there was 
no attempt to fill the vacancies. 
The cut yesterday was a graded one. In 
Armour’s they were reduced three-fourths 
and one cent apiece; which meant a cut, it 
is said, from $9 to $6 a week. In Swift's 
they were cut to three-fourths of a cent. 
But the cut in Swift’s was more extensive. 
A general reduction of 25 cents a day was 
made. The packers say they have too much 
help. Every morning an army of men march 
through the Stock- Yards to the packing houses, 
looking for work that they cannot get. They 
hang about the place until driven off by the 
police, and they return the following day. 
Speaking of the cut Ogden Armour yester- 
day said: Only a few men quit work®*and 
enough were leit to do all the work we want- 
ed. We were simply reducing expenses.”’

How the News Is Received in Post's 
Distriet- Talk of a Successor. 

Wasuincron, D. C., Jan. '7.—[Special.}— 
Ten members of the lilinois delegation were 
present thie forenoon in the Speaker’s lobby 
for the purpose of taking appropriate action 
regarding the death of Gen. Post of Illinois. 
Representative Marsh was chosen Chairman 
and Congressman Childs Secretary, the oth- 
ers present being Messrs. Henderson, Hitt, 
Hopkins, Cannon, Wheeier, Springer, Hunter, 
Fithian. It was decided that Gen. Hender- 
son, in view of his long service in the House, 
should make the announcement of the death 
of his colleague and present the resolutions 
adopted by the meeting. Before adjourning, 
a telegram was read from Gen. Black at Chi- 
cago, Which read as follows: . 

J was in the same battle line at Pea Ridge and 
near Gen. Post when he was wounded in March, 
1862. I have heard with grief of his death and 
wish to join the delegation in suitable expres- 
mone of regard for his memory and regret for his 

eat 

When the House met at noon it was ob- 
served that a sable pall covered the desk 
formally occupied by ‘Gen. Post, and loving 
hands had placed upon the black cloth clus- 
ters of hyacinths, azaleas, carnations, and 
poinsetta, caught up with sprays of smilax 
and asparagus plumosa. This tribute of 
tender regard was subsequently conveyed to 
the widow and was taken to IIlinois with the 
remains this evening. All over the chamber 
of Representatives were heard expressions of 
regret at the untimely taking off of the IIIi- 
nois Congressman and a pathetic incident 
occurred after the House had adjourned. 
Two elderly women in deep mourning 
called at the west door of the House and 
asked that their cards should be taken in to 
Gen. Post. They said they were from his 
district in Illinois and being in the city de- 
sired to pay their respects to their Congress- 
man. To their grief and amazement the 
doorkeenper announced the death of their 
Representative, saying it had occurred sud- 
denly and that the House was on the point of 
adjourning at that moment as a token of re- 
spect. 

Gen. Henderson Speaks. 


After Speaker Crisp had called the House 
to order Chaplain Bagby feelingly alluded to 
the loss wuich the House had sustained in the 
death ofone of its numbers since its adjourn- 
ment Saturday. Assoon as the journal was 
read and some necessary business transacted 
Gen. Henderson of Illinois was recognized 
by the Speaker and spoke as follows: 

It becomes my painful duty to announce to the 
members of the House of presentatives the 
death of my colleague and friend, Philip Sidney 
Post of Illinois. e died at 4 o'clock Sunday 
morning, Jan. 6, at the Hamilton House, in this 
city, after a brief illness. Friday afternoon I 
saw and conversed with him, as did many other 
members in the House, and his sudden and unex- 
pected death has shocked and saddened all of 
us, who have been familiar with his kindly and 
genial face during his service inthe House. At 
some future time I shal) ask the House to sus- 
pend its business and pay suitable tribute to the 
memory of his distinguished services and hon- 
orabie life. At present I will. only say that he 
was a brave and gallant soldier, an intelligent 
and faithful. representative in this body, a kind 
and affecticnate husbanc, father, and friend, I 


now ask the House to adopt the resolutions which 


1 send to the Clerk’s desk: 

Resoived, That the House of Representatives 
has heard with profound sorrow of the death of 
Philip Sidney Post, late Representative from the 
State of IIlinois. 

Resolved, That a committee of nine members 
of the House be appointed by the Speaker to act 
with such Senators as may be selected to attend 
the funeral of the deceased. 

Resolwed, That as a further mark of respect the 
House do now adjourn. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

The Speaker announced the appointment 
of the committee on the part of the House as 
follows: Messrs. Henderson of Illinois, By- 
num Indiana; Boutelle, Maine; Lane, Marsh, 
and Childs, IIlinois; Stallings, Alabama; 
Wheeler, Illinois; a d Lucas, South Dakota. 
The House then adjourned. 


Senate Takes Action. 


In the Senate, after the usual routine busi- 
ness was disposed of, the resolutions passed 
by the House were presented by Senator 
Palmer and adopted. The Senate committee 
to accompany the remains to Illinois will be 
made up of Senators Palmer, Cullom. Mitch- 
ell (Wis.), Gallinger, and Allen. The Senate 
adjourned out of respect to the memory of 
the dead Representative, and this was not 
mere perfunctory action, as Gen. Post wasa 
a favorite at the Senate end of the Cap- 
itol. 

It was arranged that the Illinois delegation 
and a committee of members of the Heuse 
should meet at the Hamilton Hotel at 7 
o'clock to accompany the remains to the 
depot. A detail of policemen served as act- 
ive pallbearers. Sergeant-at-Arms Snow 
designated his assistant, Mr. Moeller. to ac- 
company the funeral party to lilinois. The 
train left at S o’clock and the Congressional 
party was provided with a private car.

Of these two were 
old employés, and they claim priority of 
service should have entitled them to remain 
at work,

bly No. 135, Knights of Labor, will be in- 
structed to secede from the Knights of Labor 
in view of the shabby treatment which they 
received at the meeting of the General As- 
sembly at New Orleans.

He Takes Hold of His New Job in a 
Breezy Manner. 

New Yors, Jan. 7.— [Special. —In the very 
court where, less than two years ago, he was 
fined for contempt by a domineering Judge 
who had grudges to pay, John W. Goff toduy 
assumed the great and grave responsibilities 
of that Judgeship and himself became in 
fact Recorder of New York.
